Stock marked mail 
is postpaid, otherwise is packed free and purchaser pays trans- 
portation charges. We start shipping in spring any time after 
February 1, and continue until June 1. Please state when you 
wish shipment made. Fall shipment October 1. 


Payment. Our terms are cash with order. Money should be sent 
by check, postal money order, draft, express money order or 
registered mail.
